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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior 
art references of record, singly or in combination, teach or suggest a magnetic recording 
medium comprising a magnetic layer having a specific thickness, surface roughness and 
relative friction coefficients as claimed. 

2. The copending applications 10/725,414 and 10/725,471 claim a magnetic recording 
medium comprising a magnetic layer having the same thickness; however, neither of these 
two applications recites the friction coefficient features of the magnetic layer and the 
backcoat layer. In addition, neither recites the thickness of the primer layer. As shown in 
the specification, the physical properties of individual layers in a magnetic recording medium 
independently influence various aspects in recording capacity of the magnetic recording 
medium.
